FELL IN CREVASSE 
ON MOUNT RUNDLE 


Three Ladies Who Scaled High 
Peak at Banff Had a Terrible 
Experience 


Calgary, July 21—The people of 
Banff were thrown into a state of 
excitement yesterday morning 


when it was learned that three younr 
ladies Who had started out on Tuesday 
morning to climb one of the peaks of 
Rundle mountain had not returned, 


The names of the young ladies Werte 
Miss Unwin, of Banff, and her two 
guests, Miss Herman, of London, 
England, and Miss Doenen, of Nova 
Scotia, The party had taken with 


them only a Heht tunch, expecting to 
reach home early in the evening. 

Search parties were at once organ- 
ized and between forty and fifty 
men patrolled the mountain all day. 
Tt was after six o'clock when they 
were discovered by Mr. Sibbald in a 
helpless plight, and rescued in an ex- 
hausted condition, The place where 
they were found was about eight 
miles up the Bpray river ,near the top 
of Rundle mountain, 


The story as told by Miss Unwin 
Was that she and her guests had 
started out to climb Rundle moun- 


tain and they reached the top at three 


o'clock, When on the return Jour- 
ney her two companion slipped tnto 
a crevasse and trying to help them 
she also slipped in 

They had almest given up hope 
when Mr. Sibbard appeared at the 


top of the crevasse and assured them 
} that help was at hand The search 
party had ropes with them and a man 
was let down the crevasse and the 
three young ladies were drawn to the 
top They were so completely  ex- 
hausted that they had to be carried 


down to Banff on stretchers,

and listen to the speeches, Mr. R 
Bryans, president of the Agricola 


branch of the U.F.A., acted as chair- 
man and spoke a few words of wel- 
come to all and sundry who had fav- 
ored them with their presence at the 
pienic. He then introduced Mr. Jas. 
Bower, of Red Deer, president of the 
U.F.A,, who delivered a vigorous and 
well constructed speech on the ques- 
tions Which concern the farmers of 
Alberta, @specially those which com- 
Prise the program of the U.F.A, 
Deelt With Many Questions, 
Referring to trade relations with 
B.C., Mr. Bower stated this was at 
the present time the most pressing 
question with which the prairie far- 
mers had to deal. The high freight 


rates between Atberta and British 
Columbia points were the cause of 
the unhappy relations that existed 


between the Alberta farmers and B. 
Cc, lumbermen, Other questions re- 
ferred to weré the pork packing pro- 
ject, the completion of the Hudson's 
Bay railway, government ownership 
of elevators, the reduction of the tare 
iff, and the amendment of the Rail- 
way Act to place on the railways the 
onus of proof for cattle killed upon 


the tracks. 
Minister of Agriculture. 
Mr, Bryans then introduced Hon. 


Duncan Marshall, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, who paid a splendid tribute to 
Mr. Bower for his activity in the in- 
terests of the U.F.A., and endorsed 
Mr, Bryans’ statement that the most 
important matter of public policy was 
bringing settlers to the province. He 
strongly supported the argument of 
President Bower for tariff reduction, 
pointing out that the tariff should be 
framed from the standpoint of the 
consumer rather than the producer. 

He contrasted the lot of the farm- 
ers of this country, where free and 
cheap land was to be had, with the 
discontent of the agrarian classes’ of 
the Vid Country. Discussing freight 
rates, he said that the government 
had been looking into the rates on 
coal and would have important 
information for Rallway, Com- 
Mission. 

PD. W. Warner Spoke. 
Langdon of Strathcona was 
also down for a speech, but not be- 
ing present, Mr. D..W, Warner filled 
the vacaney with a speech which was 
Well worth listening to. He referred 
in particular to the question of the 
Government pork packing plant, and 
Strongly emphasized the necessity of 
the farmers combining to give every 
support possible, as without this 
Ranized support they could not ex- 
pect the government to give the ques- 
tion the consideration that they had 
been worrying them to do for the 
last five years, 

The speakers being finished three 
cheers were given for the King and 
three for the speakers. Supper fol- 
lowed and the remainder of the day 
was taken up with the different events 
on the athletic programme, until 
darkness fell, while the last event 
the football match, was in progress. 
The rigs were then streaming away 
in all directions and the day closed 
on an event which was a credit to 
the organizers and the different com- 
mittees which had taken their share 
of the work.

A triumphal 
arch made of oats bearing the words 
“Welcome To Our Premier’? was the 
first object which met Sir Wilfrid's 
eye when he arrived at the crowded 
railway etation.

There is not a busi- 
ness house and scarcely a dwelling 
house that is not displaying patriotic

Dalrymple will remain in the city over 
today to install Mr. Porter in his new 
position. 

Mr. Dalrymple stated last evening 
that the company was more than sat- 
isfied with the result of their experi- 
ment in starting the daily passenger 
servce between Edmonton and Winni- 
peg. The new fast freight service Le- 
tween these two points is also being 
well patronized. 

“We hope to lay track for one hun- 
dred miles beyond Wolf Creek this

A reconneisance survey route for 
the branch is reported tu have been 
made by railway surveyors last year.
